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The sixteenth annual report of the Economic Intelligence 
Committee was noted by the United States Intelligence Board on 
5 September 1967 and was distributed to all members of the Com- 
mittee, Subcommittees and the Working Group on Aid and Trade. 


A request was received from the Scientific Intelligence 
Committee for an EIC contribution to the updating of the periodic 
study on "Science and Technology in Communist China. " This 
request was circulated to the USIB Agency members of the EIC 
on ll October 1967. OER will prepare a draft which will be sent 
to the USIB Agency members for review and coordination. The 
cutoff date for this study is 1 January 1968. 


A request was received from the Executive Secretary of the 
United States Intelligence Board for review of clearances of EIC 
members.
